2. It has been decided to release ceilling of 50,000 
tonnes for export of Sunflower Seeds during the 
licensing peridd 1993-94 and passed it at die chs- 
posdl of Indian Oil & Produce Exporters Association 
(IQPBA), 

PROCEDURES : AGENCY FOR REGISTRATION 
~ OF CONTRACTS : 

3(a) (i) The Exporters are required to register 

■ their contracts bttdred by. 100% Irrevoca¬ 
ble Letter of Credit with IOPEA. 

Cii) IOPEA will not allocate more than 10% of 
the total available ceiling to any individual 
exporter ; 

(fit) IOPEA will allocate the ceiling after 15 
days from the date of issue of this Public 
Notice. 

(iv) On fulfilment said conditions, IOPEA will 
issue RCAC and ceiling slips to the expor¬ 
ters, on first-come, first-served basis with a 
validity period Of six months or upto 31st 
Marq^vof the licensing year whichever is 
earlier, indicating full particulars such as 
the name of the exporter, number and date 
of export orderjeontract and Irrevoca- *■ 
ble Letter of Credit, quantity allowed, f.o.b. 
value and the destination. 

3. (b) ISSUE OF CEILING SLIP : IOPEA shall 

send the ceding slip (advice) to the concer¬ 
ned Customs Authority who on receipt of 
the same from TDPEA shall allow expert. 

M LAST DATE FOR REGISTRATION f Nei¬ 
ther registration of contracts will be made 
after 31st March of the licensing year nor 
any export will be allowed by IOPEA or 
Customs Authorities after 31st March,” 
1994.; 

PENAL ACTION 

4. It should oe me endeavour or ttie exporters 
to export die quantity of ceiling alfotteSt to 
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them, in full. However, if any exporter 
fails to export, the full quantity allocated, 
then the IOPEA will bring into the notice 
of DGFT who will take action to debar him 
for further export for the same commodity. 
Before taking such an action, DGFT will 
provide an opportunity to the exporter to 
be heard. Appeals against such debarments 
shall not be considered. 


MONITORING : 

5 (i) FURNISHING OF REPORT BY EXPOR¬ 
TERS : Exporters are required to furnish 
a report regarding details of exports to 
IOPEA within 15 days from the date of 
shipment or within 15 days from the date 
of expiry of export licence. *' Failure to do 
so will be considered that their exports is 
Nil and the ceiling allocated to him shall 


deemed to be withdrawn and the said ceil¬ 
ing may be allocated by IOPEA. 

BY IOPEA : 

5 (ii) As soon as the ceiling is exhausted, IOPEA 
will report to the Ministry of Commerce, 
EP (Agri. II) Section lunder intimation to 
DGFT. 

(in) A monthly statement indicating the full 
details, such as name of the exporter, the 
quantity allowed, f.o.b. value and destina¬ 
tion will be furnished by IOPEA to the 
Ministry of Commerce EP(Agri. II) Section 
with a copy to the Stat. Division of this 
office.
